Chicago, — More than 1 billion 


pounds of meat are expected to be 
drained away from retail butcher 
shops into meat locker plants in 
the next year, stock yard .interest 
estimate. A record tonnage in re- 
cent weeks has gone into locker 
plants. This demand is expected 
to widen as more families attempt 
to protect themselves against ex- 
pected meat shortages and higher 
prices in 1948. 


In the last few weeks much beet 


has gone into these plants, and a 
large amount of pork is expected 
to be packed away. Since, the pub- 
lic has been warned less meat will 
be availabe next year an unusually 
heavy demand has developed for 
space in lockers where families 
can keep reserve supplies. 


Some Plants Bulshcr 


The modern meat locker plant 


provides customers with almost 
every, phase of meat cutting, cur- 
ing, and preparation for the table, 
\vith the. exception of cooking or 
canning. Some plants even butch- 
er. An average plant 
contains 


about :300 lockers each holding 
aji average of about 300 pounds. 
Some small plants ;have.-as.- few as 
50 and some larger ones more than 
1;000. Several plants are in and 
near Chicago, but most are located 
in farming regions. It was esti- 
mated that all .locker plants com- 
bined can hold about 1 billion 
pounds of meat. 
, K. F. Warner, meat specialist of 


- the department of agriculture, re- 


ported an increase of 232 per cent 
in the number of locker plants in 
the last seven years. They rose 
from 2,870 in 1940 to 9.529, a gam 
every year in ,face of high con- 
struction costs: and war time re- 
strictions on many other building 
projects. The gain this year. 1,504 
plants, was second largest on rec- 
ord. 


Iowa Seven to a County 


The government has encourag- 


ed the building of locker plants in 
farm regions, Iowa has more than 
any other state with a total of 
702, more than seven to a county. 
Washington is second with 576. 
Wisconsin 565. and Illinois 535. 


The rental of a locker runs up- 


ward from about S15 a year de- 
pending on size. The ordinary 
procedure, unless the renter brings 
in an animal to be butchered or a 
carcass to be cut up. is for the 
renter to select the meat he wishes 
to store from the supply produced 
at the plant 
This is weighed, 


wrapped, and deposited in his lock- 
er to be called for as wanted. He 
has his own key to the locker. All 
1 meat is frozen solid and tempera- 


tures are held at zero. 


Chicago buyers last week paid 


an average of S30.25 a hundred 
pounds for steers and $28.35 for 


r hogs, the highest weekly averages 


on record. The lamb average of 
S2.3 was up 40 cents, but below 
the $26 record set in June.
